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The New Chemic Theories, 


W. C. BAILEY, PH.G., PH.D., M.D., D.O. 


HE wonderful discoveries made in 
chemistry during the past few years 
have caused many to declare that the 
science was to be completely revolu- 
tionized, and that it was necessary to 
discard practically all of our present 
theories and begin anew. Especially 
has this been true since the discoveries 
of Radium, Polonium, and the new 
theory of the origin of the atom, based 


upon these discoveries. To the close 


student these new theories are not up- 
setting, but rather confirming the theo- 
ries of the past quarter of a century. 
The present idea of the atom and the 
nature of elementary substances simply 
carries our investigation back a few 
steps nearer the origin of matter and 
establishes the wisdom of those analysts 
of thirty to thirty-five years ago who 
changed our whole chemical notation 
and gave us the present volumetric 


formule instead of the old proportion 
of parts by weight. 

Of the many definitions of chemistry 
there are two, which taken together, 
seem to cover the whole range. The 
first dealing with matter: ‘Chemistry 
is the science of the intimate construc- 
tion of matter.’ The second deals 
more with the causes, as: ‘Chemistry 
is the science of atomic affinities.’’ This 
latter definition must now be extended 
to include the affinities which have 
brought about the minute bodies which 
have so long been known as atoms. In 
order to get at this it is necessary to 
first consider matter. 

Matter is anything which occupies 
space. It is in itself incapable of 
change, increase or decrease. Its form 
or nature must ever remain constant 
until wrought upon by outside influ- 
ences. Still it is held by some that 
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these influences are an inherent quality 


of matter itself. The different views are 
largely only differences of definition ; 
and at least for the purpose of getting 
at the true nature of matter it is well 
to consider it as inert. 
Force or energy in anything which 
will affect matter. The biologist, elec- 
trician or chemist is prone to consider 
as the primal force that one to which 
he has paid the tribute of close inves- 
tigation. Hence there are always those 
extremists who claim that all manifes- 
tation of activity is life, others say 
electricity ; and the writer is ever ready 
to stand up for the precedence of chem- 
ism. Yet a more logical view at the 
present stage of investigation is that 
these are all differentiations of the one 
energy. 
All works on physics published prior 
to about 1900 divided matter into three 
forms, viz: solid, liquid and gaseous. 
Today this division is carried a step 
farther and classification is now four- 
fold—solid, liquid, gaseous and extra- 
gaseous. For want of a better name 
this fourth state of matter is often 
termed etheric. 
matter of extreme tenuity and supposed 
to pervade all space, the interior of 
densely solid bodies not excluded. Its 
elasticity is said to be unlimited, and 
because of this elasticity is capable of 
transmitting all of the various phenom- 
ena of energy. In discussing the nature 
of ether, upon which the present chemic 
hypothesis is based, it is well to first 
consider briefly the causes of matter 
existing in the three denser states. 
Attraction, in its various phases, 
stands responsible for the existence of 


Ether is defined as. 


matter in recognizable conditions. A 
few brief definitions will simplify the 


subject and save extended discussion. 


Gravitation is attraction between mas- 
ses not necessarily in contact with each 
other. Cohesion is attraction between 
similar molecules causing them to form 
amass. Adhesionis attraction between 
dissimilar molecules, causing them to 
form mixtures. When the cohesion 
between certain molecules is greater 


than the gravitation of those molecules. 


for some other mass, such as the earth, 
the mass has a self-subsistent form and 
we call it a solid. When cohesion and 


eravitation are nearly balanced there is 


still a mass, but no self-subsistent form, 
the matter being a liquid and conform- 


ing to the shape of the vessel contain- 


ing it. If cohesion is preponderant 
the liquid is thick; if gravitation is 
creater the liquid is limpid, but whether 
thick or limpid gravitation tends to 


keep the mass in globular form as in a 


drop of alcohol, water or heavy syrup. 
If gravitation is so great that cohesion 
seems to exert no influence whatsoever 
the molecules fly apart and we have the 
diffusion of gases. This diffusion is so 
great that it causes the phenomenon of 
gaseous bombardment. Any quantity 
of gas, no matter how small, will com- 
pletely fill the vessel containing it, and 
the walls of the vessel will be subjected 
to a continual bombardment of the 
molecules within, due to their gravita- 
tion toward the outside masses. There 
is still some other force which causes 
the molecules of even gases to retain 
their integrity, for the molecules, with 
possibly two or three exceptions, are 
composed of two or more atums. This 
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fact of the persistence of the integrity of 
the molecule does away with the claim 
of some that gravitation is the primal 
force of nature. 


The time-honored definition of an 


atom is: the smallest particle of matter 
which can take part in a chemical reac- 
tion, incapable of existing by itself, but 
found only in combination with other 


similar atoms (elements) or dissimilar 


atoms (compounds). An atom theoret- 
ically exists alone only in the nascent 
condition, that is: the instant when it 


leaves one combination to enter into 
another. This nascent condition is 


probably identical with the etheric, 
or at least with the denser states of the 
etheric. 
Heat is a form of energy which tends 
to convert matter to its less dense 
states from solid to liquid and gaseous. 
It is yet a question whether it will con- 
vert it into a nascent or etheric con- 
dition, but this latter state seems to 
have been reached by electrical action, 
such as occurs daily in our laboratories 
by electrolysis, and still more energet- 
ically by the high tension of the mod- 
ern static machines. Heat is sometimes 
defined as a mode of motion, and one 


of the most thoroughly established 


facts regarding ether is its intense ac- 
tivity. Atoms in the nascent condition 
are said to exert their greatest activity, 
or exhibit all their bonds. This inces- 
sant motion of ether has a constant 
tendency to revert to certain regular 
Vibrations giving rise to the wave 
theory of the origin of matter. 
Probably no form of motion is so 
deceptive as the ordinary wave. Pro- 
gression, which seems to be the chief 


alm of a wave, on examination dis- 
appears and in its place is found only 
oscillation, and what was considered to 
be a horizontal advance is found to be 
only a vertical pendulum motion. Take 
as an illustration a long column of 
soldiers. The first five rows may be 
ordered to kneel, as in the firing atti- 


tude. Let the first rank rise and the 


sixth kneel, the second rise and the 
seventh kneel, and so on throughout 
the entire column. The effect will be 
that of a wave sweeping from the front 
to the rear, yet the only motion has 
been that of individuals in the vertical 
plane. A still more familiar illustration 


is that of an ordinary wave of water. 
Each drop of water simply moves up 


or down to the crest or trough of the 
wave, followed in regular order by its 


neighbor. Thus if the x in the accom- 


panying diagram is taken as a single

drop, during its rise and fall from the 
mean level of the water, the whole sur- 
face will seem to have progressed the 
length of one wave. Watching the 
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float on an ordinary fishing tackle will 


clearly demonstrate this fact, which is 


one of importance in this investigation. 


Motion in the vertical plane is not 


the only motion which will give the 
effect of horizontal progression, but 
the swinging of associated pendulums 
reversed as 1n a field of grain, will give 
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lum motion as ordinarily observed is 
restricted to one plane and we have only 
the simple arc as shown in the upper 
portion of the diagram (fig 3). If a 
pendulum is given greater freedom, as 
was done in the famous Chicago experi- 
ment about thirty years ago, a great 
variety of intricate curves will be ob-

Whether sound be the result of vibra- 
tions of air or denser matter, or that it.

val. ‘These harmonic intervals and the 
mathematical relation of their rates of 
vibration are approximately shown in 


figure 5. They are only approximately 


shown because the exact relation in- 
volves a fraction too complicated to be 
profitably considered at this time, and 
the fractions here given are accepted 
among musicians as a working basis. 
Two strings producing the same tone 
vibrate together; if the tones are at 
the interval of the second the string 
producing the higher tone vibrates 
nine times while the one giving the 


lower tone vibrates eight; if the inter-. 


val is a minor third, the relation of the 
vibrations is six to five, and so on 
throughout the scale. By comparing 
the character of the intervals with the 
mathematical relation of the rates of 
vibration it will be seen that there is 
an intimate relation between harmony 
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and fractions, and this relation may be 
profitably traced in other branches of 


science as well as in music and chem- 
istry. 


It is generelly understood that the 


octave vibrates exactly twice as rapidly 
as the fundamental tone, as shown in 
the diagram. This is, however, slightly 
inaccurate. The tones an octave apart 


are so similar in quality as to seem to 


untrained ears practically the same 
tone, hence are often referred to as in 
unison. Advantage is taken of this 
similarity in tuning stringed instru- 


ments, but if adhered to strictly will 


lead to error. If in tuning a piano the 


operator begins with the lowest note 
and tunes each octave above in exact. 


unison, using the first octave as the 
base of the second, and the second as 
the base of the third, and in like order 
up to the octave of octaves, and then 
the highest note that is produced is 
compared with the lowest, from which 


the start was made, it will be noticed | 


that the tones do not harmonize by the 
musical interval of a second. The rea- 
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son for this discrepancy lies in the fact 
that the musical octave instead of being 


analagous to a perfect circle, as is usu- 
ally considered, is as one loop of a 
spiral, and in the progression of seven 
loops to the octave of octaves one tone 
has been gained. In practical. work 
the tuner begins about the middle of 
the instrument and tunes in both direc- — 


tions, dividing the slight. discrepancy 


among the various notes in each octave; 


in other words, temporing the scale, 


and producing thereby an octave sc 
practically perfect that only the most 
delicately trained ear can detect any 


variation. The reason for the musical 


scale being as a loop of a spiral instead 
of as a perfect circle may be found in 
studying the progression, nature and 
growth of spirals, which are built upon 


moving centers of life, instead of the 


dead point the foundation of the inac- 
tive circle. 

(The growth of etheric spirals and

Cerebro-Spinal Meningitis,

MEDICAL journals of all schools of 

medicine of late have been filled 
with articles on the so much dreaded 
malady of cerebro-spinal meningitis. 
Very few offer any real help, while 
the majority seem to think that it is 
almost useless to battle with this dis- 
ease in its severe form. 


The object of the writer in presenting 
this article to the medical profession 
is, not to give the causes, pathology, 
diagnosis, symptoms or prognosis, but 
a rational treatment for cerebro-spinal 
meningitis in its various forms. 

_ The first step to this is not to. be 
prejudiced. 
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The second step to this is to remem- 
ber there 1s good in all schools of medi- 
cine. 

The third step to this is to accept 
truths no matter from what school of 
medicine. 


We can now begin to think of proper 
medication. 


With the administration of proper 


remedies to act on the general con- 


dition, and meeting temporary con- 
ditions with indicated remedies, the 
present death rate could be wonderfully 
lowered, as well as the many bad after 
effects so frequently met with. 


The first to be considered in the ——— 


ual treatment is to look for such reme- 

dies that will prevent exudation and 
favor absorption where exudation has 
_ taken place ; then control inflammatory 
processes and congestion. 

No remedies act more favorably in 
these respects than Echinacea, Bryonia 
and Kali Mur 3x. These should be 
given throughout the course of the dis- 


ease, and even after, so as to avoid — 


bad after effects. Echinacea should be 
given in large doses with the other two 
ingredients added. For restlessness in 
general give Rhus Tox. 
In all cases of violent form, with op- 
isthotonos condition, especially where 
the latter is marked, Cicuta Virosa 30d 
is our best remedy and often will work 
wonders in a very short time. In these 
cases the Cicuta Virosa 30d is alter- 
nated with the first named general 
remedies. As the symptoms subsi 
this latter remedy should be given in 
smaller doses and at longer intervals. 
It may be better to give the reader an 
idea as to doses, therefore they will be 
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given below in form of prescriptions, 
V1zZ.

To alternate with the above, as symp- 
toms subside, give in smaller doses. 


Temporary conditions in all cases 


_ should be promptly met with the proper 
indicated remedies, either in the pri- 


mary or secondary form, as the case 
demands. 

If restlessness is marked in the night, 
especially near midnight, patient weak, 
thirst, but only a little drank at a time, 
give arsenicum album 12x temporarily. 

For cold sweats, especially on fore- 
head, threatened collapse give veratrum 
album 2d. 

In threatened collapse, patient gasp- 
ing for breath, wants to be fanned if 
rational, pulse weak, or weak and rapid, 
carbo veg. 12x is a valuable emergency 
remedy. 

Where face is flushed, patient jump- 
ing up in bed suddenly, jerking, etc., 
belladonna 3d is a useful temporary 
remedy. 

In the dull, stupid, comatose con- 
dition, kali iodide 3x is very good. If 
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very marked, Lloyd’s specific bella- 
donna often proves to be our most 
effective remedy. In very small chil- 


dren this latter often is too irritating . 


and if so gelsemium 30d will help to 
overcome this condition. 

Where patient is very low, the nerve 
forces waning, often with marked rest- 
lessness, and especially so in the lower 
extremities zincum met, 12x will often 
_ save the patient. A few doses of the 12x 
powders or tablets generally being suf- 
ficient. 

If there is wild delirium, stramonium 
3d is useful. Determination of blood 
to the head with epistaxis, melilotus 3d. 


Mild delirium may temporary be modi- 


fied by sp. hyoscyamus; many other 
temporary remedies may be indicated 


at times; but it would take too much 


space to give an outline of these. 


However, the outline of treatment 


given above if closely followed would 
greatly decrease the death rate of cere- 
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of the serious after effects so often 


bro-spinal meningitis and save many 


met with. As to diet will say that 
many of the cereals or milk foods are 
useful. 

Bovinine is something that should 
not be forgotten. A few doses a day 
and at night will keep up the strength | 
of the patient. This may be given per 
rectum if necessary. The best local 
application in this disease is antiphlo- 
gistine or any similar clay preparation. 

This should be applied the full length 
of the spine, neck and to the base of © 
the brain. When dry renew. | 

The reader will notice by the outline 
of treatment given above, how impor- 
tant it is to consider the action of drugs 
in their entirety, both primary and sec- 
ondary. 

This is written in the hope that it 
will serve as a guide to the rational 
treatment of that dreaded malady cere- 
bro-spinal meningitis. | 


White Corpuscles, 


F. G. DE STONE, M.D. 


(From a series of lectures delivered by the author.) 


E learned in last lesson about the 
little red corpuscles of the blood 

and told you that I would describe 
their brothers, the white corpuscles, this 
time. Blood like many other tissues 
of the body contains a number of cells 
which reach it from without; the cor- 
puscles vary somewhat in form and are 
called colorless or white corpuscles, or 
“leucocytes.” Similar corpuscles are 
found in nearly every tissue of the 


body, so they are not peculiar to the 
blood alone. They all consist of a 
spherical mass of protoplasm, which is 
sticky, soft, capable of movement and 
devoid of an envelope. | 


@ They all exhibit amceboid movements, 


which was discovered by Wharton 
Jones, 46. Now I must explain this 
movement was so named because it 
resembled the movements of one of the 
lowest forms of life the amceba. This

movement consists in an alternate con- 
traction and relaxation of the proto- 
plasm surrounding the nucleus (I 
omitted to state that the white corpus- 
cles, unlike the red, has a nucleus) and 
it also 1s capable of slight movement. 
You have noticed in dropping some 
syrupy liquid how the drop elongated 
until it seemed to have a long point 
like a finger, sometimes several of 
them, and then draws up the rest of 


_ its body and again becomes spherical, 


repeating the movement over and over ; 
in this way it travels from one place to 
another. These arms that it throws out 
are called ‘“pseudupodia. ”’ 
Two results have been noted in re- 
gard to these movements. First, the 
wandering from place to place of the 
cells; the corpuscles thus pour out 
through the walls of the arteries in large 
numbers when a part is injured and this 
causes the tissues to swell, or they sur- 
round and wall off something that has 
been thrust into the tissues—as a bullet, 
or a splinter, etc. Second, the taking up 
of small particles into the substance of 
the cell; thus the outer surface of the 
corpuscle is sticky and the particles 
adhere to it, and as there is a surging 


to and fro of the protoplasmic cell sub-— 


stance called an internal current, these 
little particles are carried into the 
substance of the cell, and thus they 
help to remove bad materials from the 
system. 

Now let us think this out a little; 
these little cells thus literally use up 
what comes in their way that does not 
belong to the body, and they are thus 
the body’s scavengers. The cells that 
do this work are called “phagocytes,”’ 


though they are the same kind of cells 
that float in the blood. 

Now do we begin to see, “as through 
a glass darkly,” how it is that we are 
not daily overwhelmed by the bad for- 
eign material that gains entrance into 
the body, in bad water, air, food and 
drink, to say nothing of the narcotics 


we use. These little phagocytes, like a 


valiant army, keep up the fight for 
health, till we overcome them by long 
periods of abuse, and at last they give 
up the fight from sheer exhaustion. 

I told you how the white corpuscles 
took up the red ones when the latter 
were about to disintegrate; this is the 
way they do it, by folding themselves 


around it and carrying it off. I also 


told you about the schizomycetes, fungi 


and moulds, formed in the stomach and 
intestines, and that they often escaped 


into the blood, in fact there is no tissue 
in the body in which these germs and 
fungi cam not be found, i. e., some form 
of mould (though I do not believe it at 
all necessary that they should be there), 
ptomaines from decaying animal foods 
(for instance that meat you ate with 
fruit) bad oysters, milk, cheese, etc., 
are absorbed from the intestines into 


the blood and if it is not possible for | 


these little cells (phagocytes) to rid the 
system of them, the patient often dies 
in convulsions. 

In order that these cells can keep up 
their movements several conditions are 
necessary. First, a certain temperature 
and a normal atmosphere. Extremely 
high altitudes, excessive heat or cold, 
bad gases, badly ventilated rooms, poor 
hygienic surroundings, all hinder and 
are against these cells doing their work. 
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Second, the surrounding medium with- 
in certain limits, must be “indifferent,” 
and contain a certain amount of water 
and oxygen. This means that if the 
blood is filled with narcotics, tea, coffee, 
tobacco and excesses in the use of alka- 
line drinks (which have already been 
mentioned) that make the blood too 
alkaline, or if it be made too acid by 
eating too highly spiced foods, or using 
_ fermented drinks, producing an acid 
blood; all of these prevent the blood 
from being an “indifferent medium.”’ 
_A mild, pure blood is what is needed. 
We must breathe pure air and drink 
plenty of water. People come to me 
daily wearing such tight clothing that 
there is no room for the lungs to ex- 


pand, and tell me that they can not have 


@ window open or they will take cold. 
Now, do you not see why? 

These little cells must have plenty of 
oxygen ; and to get that the skin must 
be fed with air; these people are not 
being properly fed, therefore can not 


be properly cared for by the “phago-— 


cytes.” The garbage men of the body 
are on a strike. Others come asking 
why they have neuralgia, rheumatism, 
nervousness,  twitchings, 
nerves, etc. When I say to them, do 
you drink a gallon of water a day they 
are shocked, and state that they hardly 
know what it tastes like. The body is 
nearly three-fourths water; fourteen 
pounds of lhquid must be furnished to 
the alimentary tract alone, to digest the 
foods we eat from which we are to get 
the blood ; and this does not take into 
account that which passes out of the 
system daily in sweat, urine and other 
excretions. 


paralyzed 
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All of this water is taken from the 
blood, and if it be. not replaced the 


blood becomes thickened, acid and poor 
in quality. All the more important 


nerves in the body are accompanied by 
an artery, and a vein, and all pass out 
of the skull and spine through bony 
openings. This thickened blood dilates 
the capillaries, veins and arteries, and 
where they pass through unyielding 
bone these enlarged trunks press upon 
the nerve and that causes pain. Again, — 
the nerves themselves must be fluid 
enough to prevent pressure on the cen- 


tral part of the nerve, called the axis 


cylinder, which, like the wire inside 
of an electric cable, carries messages to 
and from the brain. The nerves of 
these persons are screaming for water ; 


the leucocytes or white cells can not 


work without it, and, therefore, stop 
‘cleaning house.”’ 

Whenever any repairs whatever take 
place in the body, these cells are the 
ones that do the work. When poisons 
of microbes gain entrance to the body, 
our only hope of recovery and their 
destruction is in the effective fighting 
of these little warriors; if the battle 
ground is cleared of all opposing con- 
ditions, no poison or germ can long 
resist their action, thus in an ‘“‘indiffer- 
ent’’ fluid, a pure blood, lays the prom- 
ise of cure in any disease. 

When a person is paralyzed, there is 
a clot of blood that presses upon a 
nerve center; this clot is gradually 
taken up by these little cells, and when 
they have removed this foreign material, 
life can be again restored to the part. 
It is a rare thing, however, for these 
persons to get well because they love 
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the pleasures of the table too well, and 
will not give tired nature an oppor- 
tunity to do its work. 

We now come to the most mysterious 
part in the life of a white corpuscle. 
It is almost on a par with what is called 
spirit manifestations where the spirits 
are said to float in and out of a 
room, even when the doors are closed. 
These wonderful little ‘hustlers,’ when 
they decide to go on a journey, first 
attach themselves to the walls of the 
vessel containing them, be it vein, 
artery, lymphatic or tissue, and then 
send out an arm into the substance 
through which it wishes to go and 
oradually pulls the rest of its body 
through. This ability of the cell to 
wander out by ameboid movement has 


been given the name “diapedesis.” In. 


all inflammations this process is very 
active ; in the effusions of many diseases, 
such as pericarditis (inflammation of 
the sac that encloses the heart) pleurisy 
and dropsies. 


Erlich discovered a remarkable rela- 


tion of the white corpuscle to analine 
dyes or pigment, which has a great 
value to diagnosticians; in this way 
the protoplasm of cells contains little 
fine granules in its substance (besides 
the nucleus) and they have a different 
affinity for these pigments, according to 
the parts from which they are derived ; 
thus, when a specimen of blood is ex- 
amined or any tissue, as well, the kind 
of pigment the cell will take up, would 
indicate the part from which it came. 
They divided these tests into three 
classes, and named them acid, basic and 
neutral reactions. If we dip a bit of 
paper stained with litmus into an acid 
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it will change the color of the paper; 
this is called a reaction. Acid reaction 
changes blue litmus to red. If we use 
an alkali such as soda, it makes red 
litmus blue, called alkaline reaction. 
If the paper is not changed in color it. 
is said to be of a neutral reaction. In 
chemistry we learn that a metal com- 
bined with a salt forms a base. Then 
to understand this we have only to learn 


the difference between an alkaline re- 


action and a basic, and we have these 
three changes made on cells. 

- The stains used for acids (eosin, 
picric acid, auranti). Basic (dahlia, 
acetate of rosanilin). Neutral (picrate 
of rosanilin). Ehrlich thus distin- 
guished three kinds of granules within 
the cells and to these he gave the 
names of ‘“eosinophile,”’ 

and ‘neutrophile.”’ 

Eosinophile come from the cells of 
bone marrow. Basophile granules are 
near epithelium and are increased in 
chronic inflammation. Neutrophile, the 
large amoeboid many nucleated cells. 
found outside of the vessels in inflam- 
mation. 


NevurAL TREATMENT OF RHEUMATOID 
ARTHRITIS. 


A case in a bedridden middle-aged 


‘woman was treated successfully by W. 


J. Middleton (British Medical Journal ) 
by means of massage and blisters. The 
latter were first applied, one on each 
side of the tenth dorsal vertebra, and 
were kept open nearly two weeks with 
savin ointment. Others were applied 


about a month later on either side of 


the lower cervical and upper dorsal 
vertebra. The patient improved so 
much that she could get about and do 
her house work.— Ex. 
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Leprosy, Its Causes and Prevention.

HE cause or combination of causes 

that tend to produce the disease 
manifestation known under the general 
title of Leprosy may be more thoroughly 
understood and appreciated if we view 
every form of evolution of matter from 
the point of view of actual chemical 


change and with an acceptation of the 
laws of transmutation, advanced by 


teachers of Alchemy hundreds of years 
ago. Of course we must freely acknowl- 
edge that we are applying the idea of 
transmutation from an entirely differ- 
ent hypothesis, perhaps, than the hypo- 
thesis on which the men of a past decade 
based their ideas. We would state that 
every particle of matter in the universe 
we believe to be subject to chemism 
given the proper conditions. We be- 


lieve that there are two primary man- 


ifestations of matter, a positive and a 
negative, that the ether is latent elec- 
trical force that may be developed into 
polarized energy by the bringing of two 
masses of matter of known affinity for 


each other together ; that the electrical. 


current is evolved as the result of such 
juxtaposition and that the law of attrac- 
tion and repulsion (which is in reality 
only an application of the universal law 
of gravitation) is at once manifested. 
We would state that all of our so-called 
elements we believe to be simply the 
evidences of different degrees of poten- 
tial manifested by varying numbers of 
Ions of primary matter present in the 
atoms of the so-called elements. We 
believe that upon this hypothesis we 


are enabled to deduce at least a lucid 


explanation of the wonderful pheno- 
mena which take place within the ute- 
rus of the impregnated female whereby 
the wonderfully complex organism the 
human being is evolved. We want to 
say that we are firmly convinced that 
the human being is an epitome of all 
creation, of the universe, if you please. 
That the time of a person’s conception 
and birth really has a bearing on that 
person's general development, physical 
and spiritual. This is one of the rea- 
sons that will help to explain why that 
‘what is one man’s meat is another 
man’s poison.” We firmly believe that . 
all pathological conditions or disease 
manifestations are wrongs of life, and 
that there is a departure from the nor- 
mal potential in the cells of the organ, 
organs or organism involved ; that cer- 
tain changes in the structure (of a 
retrograde character) take place in num- 
bers of the individual cells of the struc- 
tures involved, and that pathological 
conditions or disease expressions are 
the result. That the introduction into 
the organism of anything that causes a 
deviation of the individual cell from 
the normal potential of those cells for 
the time being, produces disease ex- 
pressions, and that logically any appli- 
cation of matter or even pure potential, 
to bring either the cell which does not 
possess its normal potential or to cause 
the developing cells to come up to the 
normal potential will bring a return of 
the organism, as a whole, to its normal 
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or healthy condition. We do not be- 
lieve primarily that bacteria cause dis- 
ease. That they are an important 
factor in disease manifestations we do 
believe, that they attack the cells of 
lower potentials causing the destruction 
of the diseased cell and consequent 
elimination thereof, and that they are 
also to be found in masses of matter 
imbedded in the diseased area feeding 


upon these poisonous by-products. To 
use a@ homely expression we believe | 


them to be microscopic vultures and 
buzzards, feeding upon the tissues of 


lowered vitality or potential and upon > 
the poisonous by-products resulting 
from disease manifestations. Further, 
we believe that particles of matter, the 


products of potentials varying from the 


normal may, and do (through coming 


within the sphere of the attraction of 
normal potentials) produce disease ex- 
pression. That it is thus that disease 
is transmitted from one individual to 
another. It is thus that leprosy, the 


acme of all disease expression, is 
produced. There are various modes 


whereby one may become infected with 
leprosy ; one of the prominent factors 
of transmission is through the respira- 
tory tract; the inhalation of matter 
from a leper such as the fine scales or 
scab, dust from a leprous sore coming 
in contact with the mucous linings of 
the nasal passages or of the mouth and 
throat. 

It is this very fact that causes an 
increase of the secretory functions of 
the various glands connected with 
these parts on our coming into the 
neighborhood of one of these unfor- 
tunates. This is the natural defense 


of the organism against the disease 


manifestation. 

The mosquito is a prominent factor 
in the transmission of this disease from 
the fact that in sucking the blood of a 
leper he may carry enough matter of 
abnormal potential on his proboscis, 
provided he comes in contact with a 
healthy individual before the potential 


becomes altered to produce a zoue of 


proliferation. 
The common flea and the pediculus 


pubis may be looked upon as factors. 


Leprosy is sometimes transmitted dur- 


ing sexual intercourse. Some of the 


peculiar customs of the Hawaiian peo- 
ple are largely responsible for the 
islands being a hotbed of the disease. 


The eating of raw fish, especially if the - 


fish has been out of the water until it 
begins to become soft, will, under 
proper conditions, cause the disease 
manifestations toappear. Direct inocu- 


_ lation of the virus will sometimes cause 


a manifestation of the pathological con- 
dition although experiments in that 
line that have been carried on by Arn- 
ing and others lose some of their sig- 
nificance when it is known that after 


direct inoculation or exposure patients 


have gone seven years before the cell 
changes taking place produce the clini- 
cal manifestations of the disease. 

The cases that Arning  experi- 
mented on possessed relatives that were 
said to be afflicted with leprosy with 
whom they were mingling, so that it is 
just possible that the virus was trans- 
mitted otherwise than by the inocula- 
tion experiment. Transmission may 
also occur through fomites. The pro- 
phylaxis must be based upon universal 
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cleanliness, the maintenance of a higher 


moral standard, the prohibition of (and > 


the enforcement of laws already exist- 


ing) spitting on floors of cars and side- — 


walks ; the indiscriminate use of glasses 
and drinking cups will bear investiga- 
tion; the isolation and proper care of 
all authentic cases in institutions; the 
free use of carbolic acid, solutions of 
quick lime (and deodorants) in rooms 
and wards occupied by patients; pro- 
hibitory rules to govern patients from 
discharging sputa indiscriminately, 1. e., 
there should be sputa boxes furnished 
each case, and these should be placed 


(when they have served their purpose) — 


in a furnace built for the purpose of 
burning all articles such as bandages, 
discarded clothing, etc, etc. There 


should be ample opportunities for the 
daily bath, and then the patient should — 


be instructed and furnished with a prep- 

aration to anoint the entire body imme- 
diately after the bath, with the object 
of rendering innocuous as far as possi- 
ble the discharges, scabs, scales, ete. 

When patients are found in lodging 
houses or hotels, the thorough fumiga- 
tion of the apartments occupied by the 
patient, and the use of fire as regards 
all bedding and extra clothing, is the 
simplest, surest method of obviating 
further trouble. The free use of for- 
maldehyde gas is very effective as a 
fumigating agent. 

In conclusion, I would say that a 
person in perfect health has very little 
to fear from exposure to this disease, 
as it is only under conditions of low- 
ered potential that one may be ren- 
dered very liable to infection from lep- 
rosy. If this were not the case the 
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gaid associations. 


world would be full of this disease, as 
there are sporadic cases (that are not 
recognized by the average physician) in 
existence in San Francisco and other 
seaports, and in fact aJl over the world; 
and it is the usual policy of the leper 
to try to attribute his troubles to some 
other pathological conditions than the 
one he or she may really know that they 
suffer from until the very last, and 
looking at the matter from the selfish 
standpoint one can hardly blame them 
for taking this course, as be it known, 


that they have the disease, they will 


have to submit to horrible associations, 
and finally to the horrible death amongst 
However, from the 
standpoint of the strict sanitarian, be- 
heving in all measures tending 
lessen disease; believing in the study | 
and application of pathology and bac- 
teriology in the recognition of disease 
manifestation, and believing that at 
last we are arriving at definite treat- 
ment and cure of the leper, we believe 
the time has arrived when the leper 
will soon see that to hide his condition 
will mean a horrible fate, whilst the 
free acknowledgement of his condition 
and the timely application for admit- 
tance to the institutions provided for 
such as he, will mean an inestimable 
boon for them, for if they can be made 


to realize that they can really be cured, 
it would seem to me that they would 
be willing to submit to treatment, and 
that they would not have to be hunted 
as a thief in the night.

IS THE MICROBE A CAUSE OF 
TUBERCULOSIS? 
BY A. J. ATKINS, M. D. 


Read at a Meeting of San Francisco County Society 
of Physicians and Surgeons. 


In a discussion of the subject of 
“ Cause and,Treatment of Tuberculosis,” 
before the San Francisco County Society 
of Physicians and Surgeons, last night, 
in part, Dr. Albert J. Atkins said: “Mr. 
President—In my opinion we have not 
yet reached the true understanding of 
this disease, which is the scourge of 
civilization. I have before me a report 
of ‘American International Congress 
on Tuberculosis,’ which gives much 
technical matter concerning the microbe 
theory of consumption or tuberculosis. 
As a student of plain facts, I fail to see 
wherein these learned teachers, with 
their juggle of words, have pointed out 
to the race a way to avoid the terrible 
ravages of this dread disease. 

The whole of their argument is based 
upon the theory that microbes are the 
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cause of tuberculosis; after a careful 
consideration of the subject I am led to 
believe that they are wrong. Microbes 


are a result rather than a cause of con-. 


sumption. If the world would know 
the true cause of lung diseases such as 
pneumonia and tuberculosis, its phy- 
-sicians must study deeper into the laws 
of hfe than the microbe theory will 
lead them. Every physician knows that 
‘microbes exist, but, that these microbes 
sweep millions of human being into 
premature graves is very questionable. 

Anything which lowers the tone of 
the system, or in other words, decreases 


its vital resistance invites attacks of 


disease; this condition is known to 

modern pathologists as a state of sus- 
- ceptibility. This state of lowered vi- 
tality is brought about by a disturbance 
of the normal action of the electrical 
forces of the human body. It is now 
no longer a theory, that these forces 
exist; I have demonstrated their exist- 
ence in every organ of the living body, 
_ just as any scientist can do by the use 
of the proper electrodes and galvan- 
ometer. In the living lungs I have 
discovered an alternating current of 


electricity pulsating with every breath — 


of the animal, and measured its force 
by means of the galvanomter. My 
studies have led me to the conclusion 
that these currents in the living lungs 
are produced by the chemical action of 
the oxygen of the air we breathe, 
mingling with the chemical elements 
which are being excreted by the lungs. 
If this normal chemical action does not 
take place with every breath, the lungs 
become clogged with the waste products 
which cannot escape. Did you ever 
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think of the enormous amount of waste 
matter constantly being thrown off 
from the lungs? We breathe seventeen — 
times every minute, in an hour one 
thousand and twenty breaths; with 
this amount of breathing the human 
lungs throw off twenty grammes of car- 
boniferous decaying elements. In the 
open air or in a properly ventilated 
room the oxygen of air chemically 
unites with these excretions of the 
lungs, creating the life-giving currents 
of which we have spoken. In air 
which has been used by the lungs the 
oxygen atoms are already chemically — 
satisfied, consequently but little chem- 
ical action takes place and insufficient 
vital electrical currents are generated ; 
immediately the vital resistance of the 


whole system is lowered and we become 


susceptible to disease. Herein lies the 
true cause of pneumonia and tubercu- 
losis and the reason is apparent why 
the open-air treatment becomes the 
means of cure. When the lungs lack 
vitality and are sluggish in their ex- 
cretions, microbes accumulate as a re- 
sult of this condition and will of course 
be found inthe sputum. When we 
consider that modern civilization com- 
pels us to live in houses the necessity 
of their proper ventilation is apparent. 

The doctors of the world may boast 
in technical terms about the vast re- 
search being made under the microbe 
theory but there is little practical value 
arising from it for the treatment and 
cure of these diseases. Until they turn 
their attention to a study of these vital 
forces and the causes which lower them, 
the race will continue to die of pneu- 
monia and tuberculosis. What the 
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people need is education on ventilation © 


and open-air living; it is more impor- 
tant than politics and religion, for it 
—_ with the very life of the human 
race. 


Dr. Born states he uses pyrogin, 1000 
potency, in blood poison, and only one 
dose is needed, which has never failed 
him to reduce the temperature from 105 
to 100, or seldom 101 within ten hours. 
He also claims calcarea carb., 200 po- 
tency will cure night sweats, also only 
one dose. Dr. Hunsaker says sulfonal 
in 3 gr. doses three times a day has been 


his stand by in night sweats. It has 
cured his patients when all other reme- 


dies failed 
Dr. Born will read a paper on high 
potency at our next meeting.

How the Pharmacespia is Published. 


Prior to the 1890 edition, the Com- _ 


mittee on revision of the U. BS. P. 
sought a publisher as would an in- 
dividual author of a new book. The 
convention of 1890 made a new depart- 
ure and instructed the Committee on 
Revision to secure the copyright for 
the revised Pharmacopoeia. A contract 


was made with one firm to print the 


book and with another to act as selling 
agent. The Committee on Revision 
realized a good profit which was used 
in covering the expenses of the work of 
recision and paying the members a 
small honorarium. The convention of 
1900 inaugurated a new plan by adopt- 
ing a constitution and by-laws and tak- 
ing steps which resulted in securing 


- papers of incorporation for the United 
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States Pharmacopoeia] Convention. 
The constitution provides for a board 
of trustees of five (with the president 


of the convention and chairman of the 
committee on Revision as ex-officio: 


members) in addition to the usul com- 
mittee on revision. To the Board of 
Trustees is entrusted the transaction of 
all business including the publication 
of the manuscript prepared by the 
Committee on Revision. The work has 
- now reached that point where some 
idea can be given of the magnitude of 
the undertaking. _ 

_ The printing began in June, 1904, 
and progressed steadily until June 17, 
1905. At that time, an imperfect sam- 


ple copy was printed in order to obtain > 


measurements for the size of cloth and 
leather sheets to be used in binding. 
The first complete unbound copy was 


furnished, June 24. Then followed 


- cloth bound copies. The first edition 
consisted of 10,000 copies. This was 
printed in two runs, the first of 2000 
copies and the second, two weeks later, 
of 8000 copies. This division of the 


edition was made in order that the. 


chairman of the Committee on Revision 
could be notified of typographical and 
other errors discovered in the 2000 
copies and have the corrections made 
in the plates before the 8000 copies 
were printed. The chairman states 
that no serious errors were discov- 
ered, but, of course, it was desirable 
to correct typographical errors, even as 
small as the omission of a bracket or an 
apostrophe. The second edition of 
5000 was ordered bound, July 21. A 
third edition has been printed and will 
be bound as soon as the distributing 
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agent can give an idea of the styles of 


_ binding desired. 


Of course, corrections have been 


made in the plates for each edition as 


fast as errors were pointed out to the 
chairman of the committee. The differ- 
ent editions are designated by the 
serial letter on the printed coupon in — 
the front of the book. “A” designates 
the first edition of 10,000, “B” the. 
second edition of 5000, “C” the third © 
edition of 5000. The fourth edition 
will bear the letter “D’’. It is esti- 
mated on good authority that at least 
20,000 copies will be sold before Jan- 


-uary 1, 1906. The Board of Trustees 


will use the profit on these volumes in 
paying the expenses already incurred 
and, as soon as possible send the mem- 
bers of. the Committee on Revision 
checks for the honorarium voted by the 
Board of Trustees at the annual meet- 
ing in May and announced in the re- 


port of that meeting.

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Report of the U. §. Commission in Porto 
Rico on the Treatment of Hookworm 


First the patient received a purge of 


salts, and then on the following day 
was made to fast until one o'clock, and. 


then was given thymol in doses not ex- 
ceeding four grams; then another 
purge was given to remove the bodies 
of the parasite. The purpose of the 
purge was to clear the intestines of 
mucus, etc., so as to allow the thymol 
to act. The thymol-and-purge treat- 
ment was continued once a week until 
the feces showed no more uncinaria. 
The commission generally used from 
two to four grams of thymol and fifteen 
to forty grams of sodium sulphate be- 
fore and after the thymol. 

While the thymol kills the parasite, 
and the purges remove them from the 
intestines, these remedies only clear the 
body of the cause of the disease, and 
itis necessary to restore the blood to 
its normal condition. Therefore, in 
many of the cases, the Commission used 
Pepto Mangun ( Gude) in the intervals 
between the doses of tuiymol. 

-Nore.—As some cases show an un- 
usual susceptibility to thymol poison- 
ing; it is suggested by some authori- 
ties that thymol should not be given in 
connection with alcohol, which increases 
the rapid absorption of the remedy into 
the system.

In speaking of ethical proprietaries, 


_he says: ‘I should be sorry, indeed, if 
the prejudices of any member of this 


society should so far overcome his better 


judgment as to banish all or most of 


these drugs from his practice without 
investigating their merits. So if we 


desire a local antiphlogistic effect, and 
' have to choose between the ancient, un- 
sightly, unhygienic, and troublesome 


flax-seed poultice and the newer pro- 
prietary article called Antiphlogistine, 


a physician must needs be prejudiced, 
indeed, who will prefer the former. 


It may be a matter of theoreti- 
cal indifference what preparation we 
prescribe, but it may be quite a differ- 


ent matter with the patient who has to 


use it for long periods.” 


‘Does it not strike you as somewhat 


incongruous that we alone of all pro- 
fessions and trades should rise up in 
arms against a co-ordinate branch which 


is continually striving to assist us in 


improving our therapeutic weapons? 
If we would take advantage of the op- 
portunity offered to make intelligent 
selection of such preparations of drugs 


of reliable concerns as appeal to reason 


and common sense, those of us who do 
so will certainly have an advantage over 
those who do not.”’ 


As regards the refilling by the drug- 
gists of prescriptions of proprietary 
remedies, he says: “If I am called to 
treat a sprain of the ankle, and find it 
necessary to order an antiphlogistic 
application, it would be just as easy for 
the patient to send to his druggist daily 
for more flax-seed meal or iodine, as it 
would be for him to order more cans of 
the more cleanly proprietary prepara- 


tion, Antiphlogistine. A tonic or cough 


medicine, quinine mixture or capsule 


would share the same fate whether pro- 


prietary or extemporaneous.” . 


“Tf the intelligent use of the drugs 
mentioned is not injurious per se, why 
should we protect the laity against their 
use any more than against the employ- 


ment of any other drugs? Would the — 


committee advocate the abandonment 
of calomel, castor oil, mag. sulph., 
quinine, flax-seed meal, paregoric, lau- 


danum or ecarbolic acid because the 


laity can also go to the drug store and 
purchaae these just as they can Cas- 
cara preparations, Phenacetin, Lister- 
ine, Antiphlogistine, ete. ?”’
